We know 
nothing to take its place as an introduction to Roman History. 

The Guide to Fairy Land , by Dion Clayton Calthorp (Alston Rivers, 7/6)< 
Mr. Clavton Calthorp has hit upon a delightful idea, and has carried it out 
in a truly delightful way. Fairy-land is a country, and it would be foolish 
to travel in an unknown country without a guide, and here we are introduced 
to all the features of Fairy-land, the king’s garden, a dusty road, the hut 
under the hill, the dim forest, the giant’s castle, and of course, we travel with 
a prince and meet the real princess and the dwarf, the suitors, the fairy 
godmother and all the dramatis persona who have their parts on the stage 
of Fairy-land ; and all is told in that more real than real way which belongs to 
Fairy-land. Indeed, the author tells his tale with a verisimilitude which 
reminds the reader of one Mr. Gulliver, who also went upon travels. As for 
the pictures— Mr. Calthorp’s own— why they just fit the tale. Could anyt g.

are told. 

(1) Stories of Robin Hood, by H. E. Marshall, are very vigorous. 

(2) Stories of King Arthur's Knights, by Mary MacGregor. These stories 
are drawn from Malory, and the writer has had the grace to stick to her text. 
We have “ Lancelot and Elaine,” “ Sir Galahad and the Sacred Cup,” “ The 
Death of King Arthur,” " Gareth and Lynette.” We think the stories 
savour more of Tennyson than of Malory, but they are very good reading. 

(3) Stories from Chaucer, by Janet Harvey Kelman. The pictures in 
this volume, by W. Heath Robinson, are particularly good, so too are the 
tales. The loves of Palamon and Arcite, the sorrowful tale of the patient 
Griselda, the noble adventures of Constance, are duly set forth, and offer 
the sort of big thoughts that children love to feed upon. 

(4) Stories from The Faerie Queue , by Jeanie Lang. Here we have St. 
George and the Dragon, Una and Fidessa, of Pastorelle and Marinell and 
Florimell ; in fact, eight beautiful stories, well-told, but somehow missing 
the proper fairy-tale atmosphere. This sort of commonplace for children 
does not quite do : — “ The shepherd was very angry, but all the sea-folk 
had to obey Neptune, so he sulkily opened the prison door and let Florimell 
go free.” 

(5) Uncle Tom’s Cabin, abridged by H. E. Marshall. Probably only the 
best of our classics lend themselves to this sort of treatment. Uncle Tom’s

We have had no picaninny so entertaining 
as Bett-Bett, since Topsy first delighted us, and by the time we have made 
her acquaintance, we are tolerably intimate with the Bushmen of Australia, 
their ways and their notions. Miss Jeannie Gunn has told this “ true tale, 
just as it ought to be told.

The picture 
of the Little Match Girl is charming. These stories are easier reading than 

those in the volume we have noticed above. 

The Lay of the Wee Brown Wren, a Tale for Little Ones, by H. W. Shepheard- 
Walwyn (Longmans, 2/6). An entertaining story rhythmically told of how 
a wee brown wren fell in love with a snowy- white hen, and all the glad and 
bad things that happened to the two. The pictures are quite delightful, 
being taken from photographs by the author. 

The Zoo : A Scamper, by Walter Emanuel (Alston Rivers, 2/6). We do 
not think that Mr. Walter Emanuel has done anything for the nursery in this 
scamper through the Zoo. Smart hits and cynical wit are not to the nursery 
mind ; and this sort of cheap joke should miss fire : — “ And we took off our 
hats to the memory of Sally, most civilised of all Chimpanzees. She could 


even pick pockets.'’ 

The Golliwog's Fox-hunt, by F. K. & B. Upton (Longmans, 6 /-). The 
Golliwog is as up-to-date as Punch itself. Meg and Weg and Midget are as 
absurdly entertaining as usual, both in picture and rhyme and the Golliwog 
as preposterous. The fox-hunt of course is great fun, and the pictures in 
which the ladies, mounted and in appropriate riding habits, accompany the 
Golliwog on the great hunt are inimitable. We, as usual, must congratulate 
Miss Florence LIpton. 

The Plain Princess, by Irene Maunder (Longmans, 4/6). We, of course, 
like Andrew Lang’s preface. If he does not know what a good fairy tale is!
